MUST NOT BE CURBED ON AC- 


COUNT OF ANARCHISTS. 


No Need of Fear for Our Institutions, 


Says Senator Hoar to Massa- 


chusetts Republicans. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 5.—The feature 


of the Masachusetts Republican Con- 
vention yesterday was the reception 
and speech of the venerable Senator 
Goerge F. Hoar. After a full state 
ticket had been placed in nomination 
and the 
platform adopted Senator 


Hoar was introduced to speak in 
memory of President McKinley. The 
convention stood to greet the Senator 
and then three hearty cheers were 
jven for him. (He spoke in part as 
follows:

"You and I," said the Senator, "are 


Republicans. You and I are men of 
the North. Most of us are Protestant ? 
in religion. 
We are men of native 


birth. Yet, if every Republican was 
today to fall in his place, as William 
McKinley has 
fallen, I believe our 


countrymen of the other party, 
IT 


spite of what we deem their errors, 
would take the Republic and bear on 
the flag to liberty and glory. 


"I believe if every Protestant were 


to be stricken down by a lightning 
stroke that our brethren of the Cath- 
olic faith would still carry on the Re- 
public in the spirit of a true and lib- 
eral freedom. 


"I believe that if every man of na- 


tive birth within our borders ware to 
die today the men of foreign birth who 
have come here to seek homes and lib- 
erty under the shadow of the Republic 
would carry on the Republic in God's 
appointed way. . I believe if every man 
of the North was to die the new and 
chastened South, with the virtues it 
has cherished from the beginning, of 
love of home and love of state and 
jlove of freedom, with its courage and 
its constancy, would take the country 
and bear it on to the achievement of 
its lofty destiny.

Roberts to Return-Boer Activity Increasing-A Big 
' 


Casualty List. t 


London, Oct. 5.—The casualty list 


shows the total British locoes in the 
attack on Colonel Keckewcich's com- 
pany at Moedwill were 4 officers kill- 
ed and 23 wounded, and 51 men killed 
and 
115 wounded, numbers much 


greater than those heretofore report- 
ed. "Owing to the fact that the Boors 
have 
constantly 
recaptured 
the 


stock," says a Cape Town correspond- 
ent, "all cattle and sheep now cap- 
tured are immediately killed. South 
Africa Is thus being converted into a 
black, hopeless wilderness." 


The Spectator, although among the 


most cautious of the government's 
supporters, comes out boldly, not only 
with a declaration that the appoint- 
ments of Generals Buller and Wood 
are absurd, but also with a demand! 
that Lord Kitchener be recalled. This 
demand is nicely but unmistukeably 
worded. "From 
th-e moment Lord 


Roberts left South Africa we soemcd 
to lose our strategic grasp upon the 
country," says The Spectator, and it 
urges, though without much hope, 
that its suggestion be accepted and 
Lord Roberts be sent out again.

Kitchener has accomplished nothing 
in a year except by the process of at- 
trition. It compares his methods with 
those of Grant, But doss net believe 
that "a hammer man" is the man to 
command in South Africa, although 
The Spectator believes Lord Kitch- 
ener would make an excellent ccn> 
mander-Jn-chief at home. It suggests 
that Lord Roberts should go back for 
six months.
